1 . The drawings received on 03/02/2010 are accepted. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

Claims 1 , 1 0 are allowable over the prior art of record, because the prior art of 
record does not disclose "a battery charger electrically connected to the main electric 
power supply and said backup battery, said battery charger adapted for charging said 
backup battery; a capacitive element storing a charge for immediate discharge to said 
motor when said motor is disconnected from the main electric power supply; a 
diagnostics module electrically connected to said capacitive element, said diagnostics 
module monitoring a leakage current of said capacitive element; and a microcontroller 
electrically connected to said backup battery, said battery charger, and said diagnostics 
module, said microcontroller monitoring a voltage of said backup battery and controlling 
said battery charger in response to detecting a low voltage of said backup battery, said 
microcontroller monitoring the recharging of said backup battery to determine whether 
said backup battery is worn, said microcontroller receiving signals from said diagnostics 
module related to said leakage current to determine a failure of said capacitive element, 
and said microcontroller monitoring the discharge of said capacitive element when said 
motor is disconnected from the main electric power supply to determine the health of 
said capacitive element."
